ernment. 
You quote in your note another p a rt 
of the Marquis l ’udini's telegram of April 2 in 
these words:

Ile who causes an o th er person 
to do an unlaw ful a ct or a ssists or encourages 
in th e com m ission of It is answ erable in solido 
w ith th a t person for the dam age caused by such

“The governm ent of the U nited S ta te s would 
feel justified in restin g on th e arg u m en t and 
conclusion of Mr. W eb ster lf th e m ob of M arch 
14, 1891, did not la som e of Its c h ara cte ristics 
differ from th e m ob of 1851. 
B ut it Is due to 
e n tire candor, due to th is governm ent and 
due to th e governm ent of Ita ly to point o ut 
certain differences or w hich th e governm ent 
of th e U nited S ta te s is honorably bound Ic tak e 
notice. 
“In th e case of th e m ob of 1851 Mr. W eb ster 
a sse rts th a t ‘No personal injury w as offered to

C h a t t a n o o g a . Tenn., April 16.—The 
presidential party arrived at Chatta­ 
nooga much refreshed 
with 
their 
night’s rest. 
The president, who wee 
som ewhat 
hoarse 
after his 
seven 
open-air speeches on Tuesday, 
wa* 
in good condition and 
spirits. 
The 
train stopped 4 miles out of Chat­ 
tanooga aud breakfast was served in 
the dining-car. 
At 9:45 the train pulled 
into the city and was greeted with 
blowing of whistles and shouts and 
applause of a large concourse of people 
at 
the 
station. 
The 
party 
waft 
met 
by 
a 
committee, 
includ­ 
ing 
cx-Congressraan 
Evans, 
brayer 
Merriam, the president of the board of 
trade, and others, and escorted to tbe 
electric cars, in waiting, which were 
gayly decorated with 
bunting, and 
whirled away to Lookout mountain. 
After returning to the city the party 
was driven in carriages to various points 
of local interest, the president being 
everywhere greeted with the utmost 
enthusiasm. 
The schools had been 
given a holiday in honor of the occtr 
Bion, and one section of the route 
over which the procession passed had 
been set aside especially for the chil­ 
dren. 
They were massed in holiday at­ 
tire, white and colored children, and 
the reception they gave the President 
and Mrs. Harrison as they passed by 
has not )>ecn supassed in heartiness 
-*• 
during the trip so far. 
After passing 
through the principal street* of the 
city the party was driven t6 a stand 
near the depot, where an immature 
throng had gathered to be introduced 
to the president. 
In response to loud 
calls Mr. Harrison spoke briefly. The 
party returned to the train and left at 
l l o’clock for Atlanta, where they were 
due at 3:30. 
A t l a n t a , Ga., April IO.—The trip 
from Chattanooga to A tlanta was made 
over the W estern Sc Atlantic road. 
T here w ere 
m any 
historical pointe 
along the route. 
These included the 
battlefields of Chickamauga, the Tunnel 
Hill, Resaca, Dug Gap, Kenesaw and 
Peach Tree Creek. 
Short stops were 
made at each of these places and the 
president shook hands with a large 
number of people. 
It was at Resaca 
that Gen. H arrison 
led the charge 
against 
the confederate 
battery in 
which he lost nearly half his regiment. 
Marshall Ransdell, who accompanied 
the president on this trip, lost his arm 
in th a t engagem ent. 
He was a non­ 
commissioned officer in the president’* 
regiment. 
Among the other places 
visited were Ringgold, Dalton and Car­ 
tersville. 
Shortly after leaving Chattanooga 
the 
president was informed of the 
death of Mrs. Ilalford, the wife of hl9 
private secretary. Ile immediately sent 
a telegram of condolence to Mr. Hal­ 
ford. 
In it he said that if he could fol­ 
low the full desires of his heart ho 
would turn back to Washington so 
as to be with him in his hour of sorrow, 
but he felt that he (Mr. lf alf Ord) would 
advise him to continue his trip in view 
of the preparations made for it and tho 
great disappointment that would re­ 
sult from its abandonment. 
He had 
therefore decided to continue it ac­ 
cording to plans already made. 
At Marietta the party was joined by 
a reception committee from Atlanta. 
They came from Atlanta in a special 
train composed of parlor cars and 
a 
gondola, 
or 
flat 
car, 
on 
which 
was mounted a cannon 
in 
charge of members of the Atlanta 
artillery. 
The purpose of this cannon 
was made known as soon as the train 
started, for it then belched forth a wel­ 
come which it kept up every three min­ 
utes during the ensuing IO miles run to 
Atlanta. 
Amid a tumult caused by the con­ 
certed blowing of thousands of steam 
whistles the presidential train entered 
Atlanta exactly on time, reaching the 
depot at 3:30 o’clock. President Harrison 
stood on the platform of the rear coach 
as the train rolled into the depot, bow­ 
ing in acknowledgment of the welcome 
with which he was greeted.

train stopped Gov. Northeu with a 
large delegation of citizens advanced 
to 
receive 
the 
party. 
The 
gov­ 
ernor on being presented to the presi­ 
dent said: ‘‘I ara glad to welcome your 
excellency to the state of Georgia. Yon 
will find among us a loyal and hospita­ 
ble people, *and in their name I wel­ 
come you to the state.” 
Replying, the president said it gave 
him great pleasure to visit the Empire 
state of the south. 
The presidential 
party were then driven around the city. 
The party w ent to the state capitol at 
7 o’clock, where the president was given 
a public reception. 
He stood in the 
rotunda of the capitol and for an hour 
or two stream 
of callers shook hand* 
with him. The governor stood with th* 
president, and men, women and children, 
black and white, thronged th a build­ 
ing during the time the reception last­ 
ed. 
At the executive mansion at O 
o’clock the presidential party saw th* 
social side of A tlanta life.

the appearance of an agency represent­ 
ing what are known as non-board com­ 
panies, companies making their own rat­ 
in g s and charging their own premiums^ 
“ What effect 
will this noa-board 
agency have on the compact system ?’’ 
inquired a reporter of one of the com­ 
pact agents.
